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BODY OF MRS. JORDAN IS EXHUMED AND 


Will Be Used As Evidence 
At Trial On June 27th, 


Head Brought To This City 


The body of Mrs.' Pomelia Jordan, 


the woman who was found murdered 
at her home in the Flat Woods, near 
Lucasville, Tuesday, May 2, was ex- 
humed at the Lueasville cemetery 
Saturday afternoon by Coroner J. 
TC". Daehler, acting upon instruct- 
ions received from Prosecuting At- 
torney Joseph T. Micklethwait. The 
head was severed from the body, 
placed in a wooden box and brought 
to this city to be used as evidence 
at the trial of Roy Jordan, who is 
charged witH committing the hein- 
ous crime. 


Thomas Hartman and son, Claude, 


undertakers, Lueasville, were em' 
ployed by Coroner J. "W. Daehler to 
assist in raising the body. 


"When the water-soaked 
lid was 


removed from the rough box, it ex- 
posed a plain black casket, which 
was covered with .flecks 
of mould. 


Upon the top of the coffin , was 
i 


silver plate with tho word "Mother' 
engraved.

Straps were placed beneath the 


casket and it was.raided. The top 
was removed, and after 'a cursory 
examination was made, the. head Was 
severed from the body and placed in 
a small box. 


The body, although having been 


interred for 29 days, had not 
en- 


tered a state of decomposition.' The 
white shroud was damp and mouldy. 
About the left eye, near the place 
r.-liere it is believed that the shot 
entered the head, there was a daric, 
circular-bruise, which 
formed - a 


striking contrast with tho ivory tint 
of the flesh. The gaping hole across 
thy face and the right side of the 
head had been concealed by plaster- 
of-paris, which was placed there by 
the undertakers when the body was 
prepared for burial.

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tHE DAVIS CASE AGAIN 


A lot of balder dash, .is spilled about the barbarity of putting 


a human being.to death and more maudlin rot is expended about 
how the criminal should be reformed, and to reform him it is uec- 
esary he not be killed. The logical outcome of that we find in the 
T)avis case, referred>to in Saturday's paper. Frank Lair and his 
wife, were plain country folks, who contentedly to themselves and 
to the peace and good will of their neighbors had traveled life's 
rugged way together; industrious and thrifty they had accumu- 
lated sufficient to;go peaceably and unpcrplexcd down into the 
long vista of the sunset. One night they were set upon by Walter 
«nd Carl Davis, young fellows, who had often enjoyed their hos- 
pitality and who because of its generosity must have thought the 


" wealth of the couple great. Anywise the object of their assault 
•was robbery, and, plainly enough, murder, if need be. Brutally and 
mercilessly they heat and clubbed the venerable pair, the wife to 
many months of pain and almost total disablement and the hus- 
band to death. There was not a mitigating circumstance in the. 
crime, it was premeditated, malicious and without passion of an- 
ger. 
It^ could have been said of it "hanging was too good for 


the perpetrators." Tet, neither was sentenced to be electrocuted, 
instead the jury assessed a penalty of 
life imprisonment. Only 


five'years have gone by since the foul murder was committed and
